It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  the  transformation  of  Boston's  Theater  District 
is  well  underway  and  the  next  few  years  will  see  a  dramatic  new  urban  environment 
created  in  the  area.  The  refurbishing  of  the  1,600  seat  Shubert  Theater  and  the 
4,200  seat  Metropolitan  Center,  and  the  construction  of  the  600,000  s.f.  State 
Transportation  Office  Building  is  evidence  that  the  Theater  District  will  play 
an  increasing  role  in  both  the  economic  and  cultural  life  of  Boston  and  the 
metropolitan  area.

The  proposal  to  create  a  downtown  Communications  Technology  Center  that  offers 
state  of  the  art  technology  for  media  programming  activity  represents  a 
significant  advance  for  our  expanding  broadcast/video  industry.  Additionally, 
the  impact  of  this  facility  on  the  surrounding  legitimate  theaters,  by  offering 
the  possibility  to  produce  and  market  a  Boston  cultural  product,  will  be 
tremendous. 

The  application  prepared  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  /  Design  Demonstration  Program  has  my  wholehearted  support.

On  behalf  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,   I  am  pleased  to  reapply  our 
proposal   for  support  of  the  Boston  Communications  Technology  Center  under  the 
Design  Arts   Program. 

As  the  City's  planning  and  development  agency,  the  Authority  carried  out  Phase  I 
activities  for  this  unique  facility  including  surveys  and  market  feasibility 
studies.     We  are  also  formulating  a  larger,  mixed-use  concept  for  the  entire 
development  parcel,  which  is  an  integral   part  of  the  Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal 
Project  located  strategically  between  the  City's  retail   core  and  the  Theater 
District.

The  challenge  before  us  is  to  investigate  design  alternatives  that  will   re- 
interpret and  integrate  these  structures  for  the  specific  functions   required 
by  the  Communications  Technology  Center,  and  to  knit  these  alternatives  into 
the  context  of  the  entire  redevelopment  parcel   and  the  Theater  District.

STATEMENT  ON  ENERGY  CONSERVATION 


The  BRA  is  currently  implementing  a  research  grant  on  ice 
thermal  storage  for  the  Department  of  Energy.  As  current  plans 
for  an  office  tower  and  a  media  center  would  consume  enormous 
cooling  loads,  we  are  actively  seeking  ways  of  adapting  the  new 
ice  thermal  storage  technology  to  Parcel  4.  Across  the  street 
the  State  Transportation  Building  has  provided  large  tanks  for 
water  thermal  storage  in  its  sub-basement.  We  would  like  to 
employ  the  more  complex  but  space  efficient  ice  storage. 
Normally  in  new  construction  one  adds  another  basement  for  this 
storage  or  utilizes  the  space  between  the  grade  beams. 

Parcel  4  lies  next  to  an  abandoned  subway  tunnel  running 
down  Tremont  Street  to  The  Hotel  Bradford  which  could  serve  as 
additional  space  for  thermal  storage  or  conduits  from  an  off  site 
central  heating/cooling  facility  and  thermal  storage  bank. 
Because  the  Entertainment/Theater  District  seems  unique  in 
typifying  weekly  cooling  peaks,  we  are  most  anxious  to  explore 
the  possibilities  and  potential  of  shaving  weekly  cooling  peaks 
with  this  new  technology.

The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  in  the  process  of  planning  for  the  specialized 
redevelopment  of  a  major  downtown  site  adjacent  to  both  the  Theater  District 
and  historic  Boston  Common.  This  site,  bounded  by  Tremont,  Stuart,  Washington 
and  Boylston  Streets,  contain  130,000  square  feet.  Major  development  activity 
presently  surrounds  the  site  with  construction  of  the  Lafayette  Place  retail/ 
hotel  complex,  expansion  of  the  New  England  Medical  Center  Hospital,  a  major 
State  Office  Building  and  luxury  hotel  at  Park  Plaza  and  the  refurbishing  of 
Boston's  commercial  theaters  including  the  Shubert  Theater  and  the  Metropolitan 
Center.  Additionally,  the  historic  Boylston  Building,  constructed  in  1834  by 
Boston  Market  Associates  and  whose  membership  included  Sam  Adams,  is  scheduled 
to  be  completely  renovated  as  retail /office  space.  This  represents  the  first 
phase  of  investment  and  development  on  the  site. 

The  anticipated  development  will  include  an  office  tower  of  approximately  800,000 
square  feet  which  is  projected  to  meet  Boston's  demand  for  office  space  in  1985, 
a  residential  development  of  at  least  200  units  and  the  proposed  communication/ 
media  center.  This  concept  of  an  integrated,  mixed-use  development,  located  only 
minutes  from  Logan  International  Airport,  is  aimed  at  guiding  a  major  commercial 
investment  opportunity  in  the  City  and  meeting  the  market  demand  for  specialized 
office  and  residential  space  with  a  convenient,  downtown  address.  Additionally, 
the  City  is  encouraging  the  creation  of  the  media/communications  complex  to  sup- 
port New  England's  rapidly  expanding  video  and  film  industries.  This  complex 
should  provide  a  focal  point  for  these  industries  by  servicing  the  national  and 
international  demand  for  programming  in  a  state-of-the-art  facility  adjacent  to 
international  hotels,  medical  institutions,  banks,  insurance  companies  and  restau- 
rants.

The  unique  characteristics  of  Boston  as  a  creative  high  technology,  educational 
)   and  cultural  center  makes  this  media/communication  complex  well  suited  for  the 


area. 


A  center  city  location  offering  close  proximity  to  needed  services,  advertising 
agencies  and  other  users  of  film,  video  and  high  technology  functions  provides 
many  advantages  for  this  type  of  complex.  It  is  envisioned  to  be  a  full -service 
facility,  capable  of  production,  marketing,  and  distribution.  Uses  located  in 
the  center  will  include: 

a)  Production  facilities:  at  least  one  major  studio  and  possible 
additional  smaller  studios  which  can  be  used  for  both  film  and 
video  production. 

b)  Post  production  facilities:  facilities  representing  the  most 
advanced  film  and  video  editing,  audio,  transfer  and  finishing 
equipment.  Such  facilities  would  be  available  to  both  tenants 
of  the  center  as  well  as  on  a  for-lease  basis. 

c)  Facilities  for  film  and  video  screening, distribution  functions 
and  equipment  rental. 

d)  Communications  technology  market  center:  a  facility  for  the  display 
and  demonstration  of  new  communications  hardware  and  software. 

e)  Communications  center:  a  centralized  location  for  the  origination 
and  use  of  video  communications,  (teleconferencing,  etc.) 

This  center  will  be  privately  owned  and  operated  and  will  probably  include  prime 
tenants  as  well  as  tenants  who  will  lease  smaller  amounts  of  space  on  either  a  long 
term  or-as  needed  basis.  Major  tenants  considered  have  included  television,  com- 
mercial television  broadcast  interests,  and  major  independent  film  or  video  produc- 
tion companies.
